th e well kno wn pio neer citizen, W il­ 
liam Havens. 
Th e new ward build­ 
ing, o n No rth Jackso n street, is to be 
“ Th e Jackso n Sch o o l,” because o f th e 
street upo n wih ch is lo cated and th e 
fact th at it is being built by a Demo ­ 
cratic sch o o l h o ard, men o f th e Andrew 
Jackso n stamp o f 
Demo crats. 
Th e 
co lo red sch o o l is to h e kno wn as “ Th e 
W ash ingto n Sch o o l,” in 
h o no r 
o f 
Bo o ker T. W ash ingto n th e no ted n e­ 
gro educato r. 
Th e sch o o l bo ard h as accepted th e 
plan s fo r th e new h igh sch o o l building 
and th ey are no w in th is city . 
Th e 
bo ard w ill recieve bids o n th e co n­ 
structio n o f th e buildin g o n th e 12th 
inst. 
Th e h o ard h as 
accepted an o ffer 
fro m th e P. O. S. o f A. to present 
©ach sch o o l buildin g w ith h andso me 
American flags upo n th eir co mpletio n, 
w ith appro priate/exercises. A pro m i­ 
n en t o fficer in th e P. O. S. o f A. w ill 
make th e presentatio n speech es and 
th e bo ard will decide wh o is to make 
th e respo nse. 
Yesterday evening th e bo ard clo sed 
a deal wh ereby th e sale o f $40,000 
w o rth o f bo nds, fo r th e co n structio n o f 
th e new h igh sch o o l 
buildin g was 
effected. 
Th e mo ney is no w in h ank 
to th e credit o f th e sch o o l bo ard.

bo nds were so ld fo r $500 each at pri­ 
vate sale to Breed & H arriso n, o f Gin 
cin n ati O ., bearing 4 pe rc e n t in ter­ 
est, and to be paid sem i-annually in 
July and Jan uary , th e first bo nd m a­ 
turin g July 15th , 
1908 . 
Th e bo nds 
were so ld at a premium o f $125. 
Th e 
sem i-annual pay ments are to h e made 
at th e rate o f $2500 each . 
Th e sale is said to be th e best bo nd 
sale ever reco rded in Hush eo untv 
All bids at th e pubile sale recently 
were rejected as th ey were co nsidered 
to o lo w.

$12,025 premium fo r th e bo nds if it 
wo uld agree to i i i hI 'o all o f th em m a­ 
ture in ten y ears, but as th e mo ney 
wo uld h ave to accum ulate durin g th at 
tim e, th e bo ard did no t th in k it wise 
to accept th e o ffer.

The dis­ 
patch stated that the war department 
was waiting to hear what the Indiana 
officials had to say. 
If they decided to 
establish a canteen on the reservation 
while the Indiana troops were in camp 
it would be patronized not only by the 
soldiers of the Indiana national guard, 
but by the regulars as well, and thus 
the anti-canteen law would be avoided. 
“There will be no canteen at Fort 
Benjamin 
Harrison 
with the know 
ledge or consent of the governor.” said 
Governor Hanly, when his attention 
was called to the dispatch from W ash­ 
ington. 
"I should think they would 
know that without asking about it. 
A canteen is not needed at the camp. 
I am quite sure there will be plenty 
of water out there.”

St. Petersburg. July 10.—The initial 
steps toward the adoption of a direct 
address to the country to counteract 
the impression the government’s com­ 
munications with regard to the settle­ 
ment of the agrarian question are mak­ 
ing among the peasantry were taken 
in the lower house of parliament when 
an interpellation was introduced ask­ 
ing for an explanation of the dissem­ 
ination of the governmental proclama­ 
tion to the peasants July 3. 
This proclamation accompanied the 
publication in the Official Messenger 
of the government’s agrarian bill and 
set forth the emperor's constant solici­ 
tude for the peasants’ welfare and 
denied that the government was oppos 
ing expropriation in the interest of 
the landlords, concluding with an ex­ 
pression of the 
vital necessity of 
maintaining the rights of propeity as 
being the foundation of the state. 
The interpellation was referred to a 
commission which is expected to rec­ 
ommend the issuance of a counter ap­ 
peal setting forth the views and inten­ 
tions of parliament. 
Professor Kuzmin-Karavaioff. the le­ 
gal expert of parliament has dt veloped 
the theory that the action of the ad­ 
ministration in spreading views direct­ 
ly opposed to the expressed policy of 
the legislative branch was an illegal 
encroachment on the right of parlia­ 
ment. 
Court Mukhanoff. president of the 
house agrarian commission, dilated on 
how the law* which the commission 
was now elaborating was handicapped 
by the circulation of 
the emperor’s 
proclamation. 
New tactics had been 
necessitated by alarming news from 
various sections as to the effects pro­ 
duced by the proclamation. 
The slow 
progress of parliament was contrasted 
with the government’s fair-sounding 
promises of the distribution of all ara­ 
ble state lands ard other measures to 
relieve the land hunger of the peas­ 
ants. 
Count Mukhanoff added that the 
report was being spread in many parts 
of the country that the emperor had 
ordered the distribution of lands to 
the peasants, but that parliament, like 
the wicked fairies in old stories. was 
withholding the “little father’s” gift 
from his children. 
Deputy Von Rutzen, from the prov­ 
ince of Kursk, who has just returned 
from a visit to that section declared 
that he had found many peasants har 
l>oring a distinct feeling of distrust if 
not of animosity toward parliament 
which petty officials naturally are do­ 
ing their utmost to encourage. 
The 
government’s agrarian 
proclamation, 
he said, was distributed broadcast in 
the form of handbills and 
posters 
throughout the country and agents of 
the administration 
are actively 
a t­ 
tacking parliament’s principle in the 
agrarian question as being aimed as 
ranch at the small holdings of peas­ 
ants as at the vast estates of the no­ 
bility. 
M. Roditchcff in an earnest speech 
which was approved by all sections of 
the house, described the policy of the 
government as being full of falsehoods 
which were leading the country into 
unheard-of danger. 
The ministers 
have refused to resign or to listen to 
the voice of the nation and had turned 
a deaf ear to the murmurs of the com­ 
ing storm. 
Already. M. Roditchcff 
said, there are rumblings which will 
unite in a terrible thunder-clap and 
upheaval of the country. 
When the 
government, fearing the explosion, de­ 
cides to resign it will be too late. 
M. Roditchcff spoke in ringing tones, 
his voice trembling with emotion 
As 
he concluded there was thunderous ap­ 
plause.
